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Plans to 
improve 
accident 
blackspot 

WORK to improve safety at 
an accident blackspot near 
Oswestry has been outlined 
by Shropshire Council. 

Crashes which have hap¬ 
pened on the A5 Shotatton 
Crossroads have caused con¬ 
cern with parish councillors 
and residents over the years. 

A spokesman for the 
Highways Agency said: 
“Safety is a key priority for 
the agency and we work 
extremely hard to keep our 
roads operating as some of 
the safest in Europe.” 

A spokesman for Shrop¬ 
shire Council said there was 
a proposed scheme to widen 
the B4397 road from Ruy- 
ton-XI-Towns. 

Councillor Colin Case, 
chairman of Ruyton-XI- 
Parish Council, made fresh 
calls for improvements in 
the area and a duel carriage¬ 
way or roundabout. 

The Highways Agency, 
which is responsible for the 
A5 trunk road, said it was 
working with Shropshire 
Council on low cost improve¬ 
ments. 

Councillor Case said the 
parish council had been 
asked to look at plans from 
the unitary authority but it 
felt these would not make 
the area much safer. 

He said: “We considered 
the proposal from the roads 
team at Shropshire Council 
at our Parish Council meet¬ 
ing last month and have con¬ 
cluded that it is a problem 
for our MP to resolve.”

Ban on dogs 
in effort to 
stop fouling 

DOGS could be banned from many public 
areas of Welshpool in a bid to clamp down on 
fouling. 

The town council is applying for a dog 
control order to stop the animals from 
entering into playgrounds, sports fields and 
open spaces in the town. 

Councillors are concerned that there are 
too many people not picking up after their 
pets and fear this could make youngsters 
playing in the area sick. They are also con¬ 
cerned if dogs are free to run about in the 
area they could cause accident or injury. 

The order calls for dogs to be banned from 
the playground and open space in Dol y 
Felin, the playground in Little Henfaes 
Lane, the playground and memorial gar¬ 
dens in Maes y Dre, all sports fields and 
open spaces at Maes y Dre, the playground 
and open space at The Flash Salop Road and 
the playground and open space in Brook¬ 
field Road. 

Councillor John Morgan said: “It is the 
town council taking a stance and saying you 
are behaving in an anti-social way. 

“The order would only really affect those 
areas where there are recreational sport or 
children’s playgrounds. 

“The dog mess in certain parts of the town 
is a real problem for people,” he added. “We 
don’t want dog faeces in the play areas.” 


A LEADING surgeon was at fault when a patient died 
while undergoing a knee operation at an Oswestry 
hospital, a tribunal has been told. 

Luigi Belcuore, aged 43, suffered a fatal air embolism during the 
procedure at the Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic Hospi¬ 
tal in October 2009. 

Professor James Richardson, a consultant orthopaedic surgeon 
and professor of orthopaedics, is appearing before the Medical Prac¬ 
titioners Tribunal Service in Manchester. He faces allegations that 
the care he provided for Mr Belcuore was sub-standard. It is alleged 
his fitness to practise was impaired because of his misconduct dur- 
f the patient ’ s treatment. 


The hearing was told Mr Belcuore was 
involved in a clinical trial looking at the best 
way to repair cartilage. 

Miss Sara Lewis told tribunal chairman 
Mr Michael Menlowe the patient needed a 
knee operation and consented to be part of 
the trial. 

Mr Belcuore died after undergoing a pro¬ 
cedure in which cartilage was being encour¬ 
aged to grow in an enlarged hole at the end 
of his thigh bone. 

Modifications 

Miss Lewis claimed modifications Profes¬ 
sor Richardson made to surgical equipment 
resulted in air being forced into Mr Bel- 
cuore’s body, causing his death. 

The allegations centre on the surgeon’s 
use of a Quixil device normally used to seal 
a wound. According to Miss Lewis, he cut 
tubing on the device, inserted a needle and 
blew air onto the surgery site to dry the 
blood. The modifications went against man¬ 
ufacturer’s guidelines, she added. 

“His actions increased the risk of air 
embolism and his fitness to practise is 
impaired because of this misconduct,” Miss 
Lewis told the hearing. 

Pathologist, Professor Archibald Mal¬ 
colm, of the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, 
said an air embolism had blocked arteries 
around the heart. 

He said a post mortem revealed bubbles of 
air throughout the venous system. The air 
had been blown in at pressure via a needle 
attached to the device used in the operation. 

Professor Richardson is charged with fail¬ 
ing to provide good clinical care to the 
patient. 

The charge says that while conducting the 
procedure he used a device to which he had 
made significant modifications, not in 
accordance with the manufacturer’s guide¬ 
lines. He also faces further allegations. 

The tribunal continues.

Market in line for £20N 


kit to count shoppers

MORE than £20,000 could be spent on fitting 
special sensors at the indoor market hall in 
Oswestry to count the number of shoppers 
who visit. 

The town’s markets manager has been looking into 
devices available to monitor how many people go through 
the doors of the Powis Market Hall on Bailey Head. 

His report to the markets 
and car parks committee last 
night, Wednesday, says that 
systems vary, from a hand 
held counter costing £4, to a 
fully managed system that 
would cost £23,620 over five 
years. 

The sensors would be put 
at each of the entrances to 
the market hall to monitor 
footfall over 12 months. 
They are weather proof and 
robust and come with a 
year’s guarantee. 

They would help the coun¬ 
cil to learn which times of 
the year were busier than 
others. It can also monitor 
how the weather may affect 
the amount of people visit¬ 
ing. The data would then 
either be fed to a computer 
in the nearby Guildhall or 
managed by PFM, a leading 
company for the equipment, 
for a fee. PFM could then 
create a number of graphs 
using the information. 

David Clough, retail and 
markets events manager, 
said: “Of course there will be 
occasions where a person 
will be counted more than 
once. The system will not be 
able to identify a trader from 
a customer so some informa¬ 
tion will be contaminated. 
But overall the system will 
produce some fairly accurate 
results.” 

He said buying and 
installing the system could 
start at £9,447 or £32,620 for 
a fully managed system over 
five years. Councillors were 
being asked decide whether 
the system was necessary 
and which system they 
would like to adopt. 


Race fans 
expected 
atenduro 
weekend 

THOUSANDS of spectators 
are expected to descend on a 
quarry on the Shropshire/ 
Mid Wales border for an 
international Enduro race 
weekend. 

Nant Mawr Quarry, near 
Oswestry, will host the 
Tough One event on Satur¬ 
day with 130 competitors 
from across Europe set to 
take part. It is the ninth 
time the event has been held 
and organisers say it will 
feature a strong line up of 
international stars. 

Riders will come from all 
over Europe and as far as 
South Africa to take part in 
the event. 

The quarry is the home of 
UK Extreme Enduro and 
over the years the event has 
gathered a reputation as one 
of the top events in the world 
with spectator viewing that 
allows the crowd unlimited 
and regular access to the rid¬ 
ers. 

Obstacles on the course 
will include old cars, the tyre 
carpet - a loose selection of 
old tyres on the floor - and 
the log mat, a test over tree¬ 
sized logs that are a bike 
length apart.

GMC probe final milestone 
for family of op tragedy man

THE heartbroken widow of a businessman who died 
of a massive heart attack during a clinical trial at 
Oswestry’s orthopaedic hospital said the investiga¬ 
tion by the General Medical Council (GMC) into the 
conduct of the surgeon involved is the ‘final mile¬ 
stone’ for her and her young family.

Hearing told - 
surgeon altered 
medical device 

LUIGI Belcuore died after air was forced 
into his body by a modified surgical 
implement, a hearing of the Medical 
Practitioners Tribunal Service has been 
told. 

Professor James Richardson is said to 
have cut the tubing on the Quixil device, 
which helps blood clotting and added a 
needle. 

He is then said to have sprayed air from 
the needle a procedure not recommended 
by the supplier, the hearing in Manches¬ 
ter was told this week. 

Mr Belcuore, 43, from Morton Bagot, 
near Studley, in Warwickshire, died from 
an air embolism during the operation on 
his knee in October 2009. 

Professor Richardson is appearing 
before a hearing, due to last three weeks 
to answer to allegations that he failed to 
provide good clinical care. 

Miss Sara Lewis, for the General Med¬ 
ical Council, said the routine operation 
was to have been to help the patient with 
a knee problem. 

She said the device should have been 
used to drip a mix of protein, enzyme and 
air onto the hole to seal the area. 

“This device was modified by Professor 
Richardson and not used in accordance 
with the instructions of the manufactur¬ 
ers, Ethical and Bio Surgery,” she said. 

The hearing continues. 


But the surgery, which had been testing 
new techniques for treating knee cartilage 
problems, ended in tragedy after air was 
injected into Mr Belcuore’s knee joint, caus¬ 
ing air embolism - air in the bloodstream - 
which led to a fatal heart attack. 

Four weeks after his death his widow, 
Penny, discovered she was expecting their 
third child. She said her husband never 
knew he was going to be a father again. He 
left two young daughters and a son. 

She said: “The hospital trust has now 
admitted liability for the failings in his care 
in a civil case and this week’s GMC investi¬ 
gation into the conduct of the surgeon 
involved represents the final milestone for 
us a family, who have been determined to 
seek justice for Louis.” 

The GMC’s fitness to practice hearing 
against Professor James Richardson, 
started in Manchester on Monday. 

Heartbroken 

Victoria Blankstone a medical law expert 
from Irwin Mitchell representing the Bel¬ 
cuore family, said: “This was an appallingly 
tragic death which should never have hap¬ 
pened. Mr Belcuore’s heartbroken family 
have found it extremely difficult to come to 
terms with the way in which he died. 

“An inquest in March 2011 recorded a nar¬ 
rative verdict provided the family with many 
of the answers, but they appreciate the need 
for a deeper investigation. 

Mr Belcuore, from Studley in Warwick¬ 
shire, was northern European sales man¬ 
ager for US computer graphics giant, 
NVIDIA. 

His widow said: “Life without Louis has at 
times been almost too much to bear but I 
have had to find the strength to carry on for 
the sake of our two daughters and our boy.” 

She said her husband loved his job, he 
loved sport but most of all he loved spending 
time with his daughters. 

“The hardest thing of all is that both they, 
and the son he never even got to see, will now 
grow up without their dad.”

A man aged 53 from Oswestry has been 
interviewed in connection with the sales. 

Tony Coffey, public protection officer, who 
led the operation, said: “Despite the trader 
being fully advised about the law and his 
obligations following earlier complaints, we 
continued to receive information that 
youngsters were buying cigarettes from the 
trader. 

“Our two 14-year-old female volunteers, 
both dressed in their school clothing, were 
sold cigarettes on a number of occasions. 

“There was no apparent consideration of 
their age, and they were even sold a small 
quantity of single cigarettes for 40p each; in 
effect, ‘pocket money fags’, which is in itself 
very worrying and also against the law.” 

Frances Darling, service manager for 
safer and stronger communities, in public 
protection and enforcement, said: “I can 
confirm that an investigation has now com¬ 
menced and a 53-year-old man from 
Oswestry has already been interviewed .” 

She said traders that ignored consumer 
protection laws are investigated and could 
potentially be prosecuted. 

Shropshire Councillor Steve Charmley 
said: “Everyone knows the 18 age restric¬ 
tion on the sale of cigarettes. It is there to 
help prevent children from taking up smok¬ 
ing. It is clearly totally unacceptable that 
children were able to buy cigarettes.”

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Camp bid 
going to

A CONTROVERSIAL bid to 
set up a travellers’ camp in 
Shropshire is likely to go 
before councillors for a deci¬ 
sion next month, council 
chiefs have said. 

Shropshire Council had 
hoped to have decided the 
planning application, made 
by Jerry and Michelle Berry, 
last month. 

But council bosses said 
talks were still being held on 
the bid and it was hoped the 
application, to site a mobile 
home and a touring caravan 
pitch opposite Henlle Park 
Golf Club in Gobowen, near 
Oswestry, would be decided 
next month, but it will now 
go before the area’s plan¬ 
ning committee in February. 

Local councillor Trevor 
Davies said he wanted to see 
the bid determined quickly. 

He said: “I hope to see this 
matter resolved as swiftly as 
possible. There has been a 
lot of public interest in this.” 

The bid has attracted 
dozens of objections includ¬ 
ing golf club, Lion Quays 
Waterside Resort and More- 
ton Hall school. 

An objection letter sub¬ 
mitted by planning repre¬ 
sentative Clive Roberts said 
Shropshire Council had 
funding to extend the gipsy 
site at nearby Park Hall so 
there was no need for a fur¬ 
ther site in the area. 

He said: “This provision 
should adequately cater for 
the level of gipsy accommo¬ 
dation need in the area.” 


Drink-driver in cry for help 
wins jail sentence appeal 


A MAN tormented by the killing of his grandfather and the deaths of 
his sister and mother has won an appeal against a jail sentence for 
drink-driving. 

Lee Nicholas Davies put ‘his head into a lion’s mouth’ and almost invited police to catch 
him as a cry for help, Shrewsbury Crown Court heard. Davies, 38, had been out last Decem¬ 
ber, drunk six pints of lager and had then driven onto the forecourt of the Mile End service 
station in Oswestry where he parked between two police cars and went inside to chat to 
officers who were there on a break. He then left but one of the officers, who had smelled

alcohol on his breath, pulled him over. 

When breathalysed he had 75 micro¬ 
grammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres of his 
breath, more than twice the limit. 

Seven months earlier he had made what 
Shrewsbury magistrates would later be told 
was another cry for help when he handed his 
doctor a note saying he was going to kill fam¬ 
ily members of Danny Keeble and Peter 
Marston, who had been jailed for 15 years 
each at Stafford Crown Court for the killing 
of Davies’s grandfather Charles Green. 

War veteran Mr Green, 87, died in hospi¬ 
tal a month after being attacked at his home 
in Oswestry. Keeble, 26, and Marston, 24, 
were found guilty of manslaughter. 

The magistrates heard he had also had to 
cope with the death of his sister from heart 
failure and the suicide of his mother. 

Davies, of Ambleside Road, Oswestry, had 
denied making threats to kill but was found 
guilty last August and handed a 12-week jail 
term, suspended for 12 months. He was 
then convicted of drink-driving, jailed for 16 
weeks and banned for five years. The con¬ 
viction activated the suspended sentence 
and he was jailed for a total of 28 weeks. 

Judge Robin Onions yesterday said the 
drink-driving offence was ‘like putting your 
head in a lion’s mouth and shouting bite’. 

The judge and two appeal magistrates 
allowed Davies’s appeal and suspended his 
16-week drink-driving sentence for two 
years and reduced the ban to three years.

Changes to service could see public put at risk 


GOVERNMENT proposals to 
overhaul the probation service in 
England and Wales by bringing in 
private sector supervision really 
wound me up this week. 

The plans will see low-risk offenders 
supervised by the private sector on a “pay¬ 
ment by results” basis. 

Most released prisoners and people serv¬ 
ing community sentences are currently 
managed by the public sector probation 
service - provided by 35 trusts across Eng¬ 
land and Wales. 

But under the Ministry of Justice’s pro¬ 
posals - which are subject to a six-week con¬ 
sultation period - responsibility for 
monitoring some 200,000 medium and low- 
risk offenders will transfer to the private 
sector. 

Figures I read this week revealed that 
when it comes to cutting re-offending com¬ 
munity sentences are outperforming short 



jail sentences by almost 10 per cent. So why 
isn’t the recommendation to build on the 
success of the joint work by probation, 
police and voluntary organisations, rather 
than break up the probation service and put 
the public at risk? 

Recent history, particularly with security 
at the Olympics, proves that private enter¬ 
prise doesn’t have all the answers. 

But what really worries me is how will 
success or failure be judged? Who will deter¬ 
mine what is a serious or minor case of re¬ 
offending. And more importantly how do 


you determine the cut off point between a 
high-risk and low-risk offence? 

This really is taking cost saving too far. 

□□□□□□□ 

THIS WEEK one of the country’s top sur- 
;eons, who is based at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic, is appearing before the Med¬ 
ical Practitioners Tribunal Service in Man¬ 
chester facing allegations that the care he 
provided was sub-standard. 

It is alleged his fitness to practise is 
impaired because of his ‘misconduct’ during 
a patient’s treatment. The patient died 
while undergoing a knee operation at Gob- 
owen. 

The surgery, which had been testing new 
techniques for treating knee cartilage prob¬ 
lems, ended tragically when air was injected 
into the patient’s knee joint, causing an air 
embolism - air in the bloodstream which led 
to him suffering a fatal heart attack. 

The hospital trust has admitted liability 
for the failings in his care in a civil case and 


the GMC investigation into the conduct of 
the surgeon involved represents the final 
milestone for the family, who have been 
determined to seek justice and fully under¬ 
stand the circumstances which led to the 
death. 

Sadly life for that family will never be the 
same again and one of the country’s top 
orthopaedic surgeons is facing an uncertain 
future too. A simple error of judgement has 
had catastrophic repercussions. 

NEWS reaches me that the people of Llan- 
fair Caereinion will soon be rejoicing at the 
return of their favourite postie, Nick 
Thomas. 

Laid-low by a back injury for several 
months the town’s regular postman is now 
back on light duties and will soon be tread¬ 
ing his regular round. 

His only concern is whether he has missed 
out on all the Christmas goodies. Let’s hope 
all the mince pies have not been eaten.

She and the 
Duke of Edinburgh were at RAF Cosford in 
July for Shropshire’s big celebration and all 
of us privileged to be involved with that 
marvellous occasion will always remember 
it.

Talking of which, that’s where John and 
Chris faithfully document their days so that 
everyone can see what they are about. 

As all of our sheriffs do, John sees the year 
in office as a great honour and says: “That’s

MUST I USE SOLICITOR WHO GOT MY DETAILS FROM MY CAR INSURER? 

Q: My car was hit from the rear when I was approaching a roundabout. In the accident I broke my thumb and sprained my neck. After I reported the car damage to 
my insurer I was then telephoned by several different companies, including car hire firms and even solicitors.

You can certainly choose your own legal representative in a claim. And in fact where insurance companies have tried to settle cases directly with an injured person we 
have seen that these offers are only something like two thirds of what we have been able to settle similar cases for. By using your own solicitor it means you can keep 
control of your own claim. It also means that you have a fixed point of contact and can meet face to face with the solicitor rather than only being able to contact them 
by telephone, email or letter.

ANDREW Lansley and his 
Coalition government did 
not invent GP commission¬ 
ing and private health care 
providers, the Labour Party 
owns this.

We have all 
been led to believe that ‘ring 
fencing’ the NHS budget 
will mean no cuts.

Clinical staff already work 
exceptionally long hours and 
deal with shortages of equip¬ 
ment, medical records and 
bureaucratic systems. 

For those whose day to day 
life resolves round the NHS 
reform and reorganization it 
is something accepted as 
part for the job. 

However, across the NHS 
there are also excellent 
examples of good practises. 

The danger is that in years 
to come the gap will be huge, 
and a return to the postcode 
lottery will be inevitable, 
with reforms intended to 
make it easier for patient 
choice only compound the 
situation. 

With NHS budgets largely 
unchanged in the next five 
years, enlightened man¬ 
agers will use the financial 
pressures to implement 
reforms, but just watch the 
waiting lists.

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Last-ditch 
bid to save 
land from 
planners 

THE Open Spaces Society 
has made an eleventh-hour 
call to communities to apply 
to register land as town or 
village greens, holding up 
two sites in Shropshire as 
shining examples of land 
saved from the bulldozers. 

The government’s 

Growth and Infrastructure 
Bill, currently in the House 
of Lords, will, the society 
says, destroy the chance for 
people to save their well 
used open spaces. 

Land can be registered as 
a town or village green if 
local people have used it for 
informal recreation, without 
being stopped or asking per¬ 
mission, for at least 20 years. 

Once registered, the land 
is protected from develop¬ 
ment. 

Kate Ashbrook, general 
secretary of the Open Spaces 
Society, said: “Although we 
are fighting these proposals, 
along with many other 
organisations and individu¬ 
als, we must prepare for the 
worst. The Bill could become 
law within three months, 
and then it will be too late to 
save land we love.” 

She said that in 2012 the 
Church Bridge Field at Dor- 
rington was declared a vil¬ 
lage green while in 2008 
after a long campaign five 
acres of former railway land 
in Oswestry was declared a 
town green. That land, now 
the Wilfred Owen Green, 
was earmarked for a new 
health centre.

Councillors have about £15,000 towards a 
future play build.

Foodbank 
sees rise 
in demand 
and help 

ORGANISERS of the food- 
bank in Oswestry say they 
have seen an increase in 
both donations and demand 
over the past year. 

Oswestry and Borders 
Foodbank, based in Beatrice 
Street in the town, has given 
out more than 7,000 kilos 
(15,432 lbs) of food, accord¬ 
ing to new figures. 

The foodbank opened its 
doors in November 2011 and 
has since helped more than 
700 people with food 
donated by townsfolk. 

The service was created by 
members of Churches 
Together Oswestry and Dis¬ 
trict to help those in need. 
Food parcels are given to 
those on a low income, in 
debt, have had benefit 
changes or benefit delays. 

Between November 2011 
and June this year, 330-485 
kilos (727-1,0691bs) of food 
was handed out each month. 

But between June and 
August the figure rose from 
400 kilos (8811bs) each 
month to 798 kilos (36libs). 

In September 999 kilos 
(2,2021bs) of food was 
handed out and in Novem¬ 
ber the figure reached 1,141 
kilos (2,5151bs). 

Donations have also rock¬ 
eted. At the beginning of the 
year around 400 kilos 
(8811bs) of food was col¬ 
lected, but in June that fig¬ 
ure hit 555 kilos (l,2231bs). 

In October 2,204 kilos 
(4,8581bs) of food was given 
to the service.

Orchard 
project is 
ready to 
expand 

OSWESTRY’S award win¬ 
ning railway orchard project 
is set to be expanded to allow 
disabled volunteers to take 
part in the initiative. 

The orchard was estab¬ 
lished in 2011 on derelict 
railway land on Gobowen 
Road on the outskirts of 
Oswestry. 

Thirty fruit trees have 
already been planted by vol¬ 
unteers from the Cambrian 
Heritage Railways group 
and a second phase will see a 
further 100 trees planted at 
the site. 

The project won a presti¬ 
gious environmental award 
last year from Oswestry and 
District Civic Society. 

Access is currently gained 
to the orchard through a 
narrow gate off Gobowen 
Road but project leaders 
have applied for planning 
permission to Shropshire 
Council to build a larger and 
safer access to allow 
minibuses and cars carrying 
disabled volunteers to reach 
the site. 

Railway group member 
Henry Thomas, in a design 
and access statement in sup¬ 
port of the planning applica¬ 
tion, said: “Cambrian 
Heritage Railways Ltd has a 
lease agreement from 
Shropshire Council on the 
railway between Gobowen 
and Blodwel, after its acqui¬ 
sition from Network Rail.

Highways

HIGHWAY bosses say they 
have no objection to a plan to 
create an apartment build¬ 
ing in Oswestry town centre 
despite councillors’ con¬ 
cerns over congestion.

In a planning statement in support of the 
bid, applicant Sarah Jones said the afford¬ 
able homes element of the scheme would be 
‘primarily for the purpose of key workers at 
the orthopaedic hospital and also for local 
residents who comply with the criteria for 
renting at an affordable level’. 

She added: “In summary, the provision of 
the affordables will satisfy the accommoda¬ 
tion needs of the hospital for students, doc¬ 
tors and nurses, local people, also, possibly 
in the future when student numbers 
increase, accommodation for the Derwen 
College, all at an affordable level of rent.” 

But council officers recommended 
refusal. 

They said: “The proposed development is 
located within an area defined as open coun¬ 
tryside for planning policy purposes and 
accordingly would lead to sporadic and 
unsustainable development that would 
undermine the ‘rural rebalance’ approach 
to development.” 

Some residents also objected to the bid as 
did members of Selattyn and Gobowen 
Parish Council.

The MG6 diesel has low insurance, low servicing and low repair costs 


Diesel-powered versions of the 
award-winning MG6 have just been 
launched and are already attracting a 
lot of interest from fleet buyers and 
company car drivers. 

Class-leading insurance group ratings, 
extremely low BiK PI ID prices and low servicing 
and repair costs are among key factors which are 
putting the MG6 DTi-TECH diesel high on the con¬ 
sideration list for company drivers in 2013. 

More than half of the cars sold in the D-size seg¬ 
ment in the UK are diesels and MG expects to sell

The pricing puts the new diesel MGs right in the 
middle of the competitive car price structure. How¬ 
ever, the extremely high levels of standard specifi¬ 
cation on the MG give it another advantage in the 
business sector. Cars which have an extensive 
options list add to the overall taxable value of the 
car - but with the MG6 there is no options list, just 
a great value for money package. 

Even the S model has an extremely high level of 
standard trim, including anti-lock braking (ABS) 
with Electronic Brake Force Distribution (EBD), 
Emergency Brake Assist (EBA), brake pad wear 
sensor, brake disc wiping, Stability Control System 
(SCS) and Hill Hold. 

In the cabin there is electronically controlled air 
conditioning, electric windows all round, ICE con¬ 
sisting of radio, RDS, CD player, MP3, USB and 
aux-in capability. Body coloured mirrors and a rear 
spoiler are also standard along with fog lamps. 

Move up to the SE model and standard kit

A class-leading standard specification on the 
TSE model has leather sports seats, the satellite 
navigation system is displayed in full colour and the 
reversing parking aid has a camera with a large dis¬ 
play screen. The all-round electric windows feature 
one one-touch operation and the TSE has auto¬ 
matic electronic dual zone climate control and the 
ICE system receives the addition of Bluetooth. TSE 
models run on larger 18-inch alloy wheels. 

Dynamics 

Design and engineering development of the new 
MG6 DTi-TECH diesel, like the petrol versions, was 
carried out at the MG Birmingham site, home of 
SAIC’s European Design and Technical Centres. Final 
assembly also takes place at the Birmingham factory. 

Both GT and Magnette models have the in-house 
1.9-litre DTi-TECH variable rate turbocharged diesel 
engine which delivers 150PS. That gives an impres¬ 
sive 0-62mph time of just 8.9 seconds and a maxi¬ 
mum speed of 120mph. 


Urban driving figures of 46.1 mpg are extremely 
good, allowing the MG6 DTi-TECH diesel to per¬ 
form economically even in town and city driving, 
which is not normally a strong point of diesel pow¬ 
ered cars. 

With the MG6’s widely acclaimed chassis and 
suspension, specially tuned for the diesel, the 
result is a car offering great, sporty handling 
dynamics while also being a thoroughly practical 
five-seater.

Car sales soar and 
more are on the way 


Last year can only be 
regarded as a successful year 
for the UK motor industry. 

Figures from September 2012 
showed year-to-date new car sales 
were up by 4.35 per cent on the same 
period in 2011, and that was in a year 
that has been generally seen as a tough 
one in many other industries. 

Consumer confidence has been in 
relatively short supply, yet the car mar¬ 
ket has proved to be resilient and rela¬ 
tively buoyant. 

Paul Everitt, chief executive of the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT), says: “The important 
September plate change market out¬ 
performed expectations with new car 
registrations increasing more than 8 per 
cent on 2011 to 359,612 units. 


“Although the economic outlook 
remains challenging, we are starting to 
see a tentative return of consumer con¬ 
fidence as motorists explore new prod¬ 
ucts and the latest fuel-efficient 
technologies.” 

That leads to the inevitable questions 
concerning 2013; how will it fare com¬ 
pared to last year, and what will con¬ 
sumers be looking for? 

There’s certainly good news coming 
from the car manufacturers. For one 
thing, the amount of diversity coming 
from the car manufacturers is definitely 
a good thing. 

The increased use of platform and 
component sharing brings a higher 
level of technology to cars that would 
ordinarily be too far down the pecking 
order to receive such luxuries. That also 
means better value for the consumer. 


The other piece of good news for the 
car buyer is that the manufacturers are 
putting more effort into cars in the very 
lowest price brackets. 

Cars such as the Dacia Sandero rep¬ 
resent outstanding value for money, 
and an increasing number of offerings 
will appear in this segment in 2013. 

Not only does this give greater to 
choice to buyers and make new cars 
accessible to a larger audience, it also 
promises to give the used-car market a 
boost thanks to the greater number of 
cars on the road. 

It might be that the economic side of 
things remains in the hands of those in 
authority, but at least from the perspec¬ 
tive of the car manufacturers and buy¬ 
ers alike, the prospects look 
somewhere between healthy and 
bright.

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Skoda Superb - say no more 


There will always be a market for 
huge, load and people carrying 
vehicles. 

If we think back a few years it used to be the 
ubiquitous Volvo estate car that was the vehicle 
of choice by antique dealers, furniture restorers 
and people who needed to move huge amounts 
of kit and equipment. 

Now entering the market place is Skoda with 
the Superb, and they really have capitalised on 
this particular market. If your family or business 
needs a vehicle capable of moving huge 
amounts of equipment or people or both, then 
the Superb has to feature highly on your list. 

The Superb has a huge 595 litres of space in 
the boot and believe me that is a serious amount 
of space; if you drop the seats that increases to 
a staggering 1700 litres. 

Rear passengers will be over the moon with 
the amount of room; it is like driving and riding in 
a limousine. As a six footer with my wife driving 
the vehicle I was able to fully stretch my legs out 
in front of me and there were still 7 or 8 inches of 
free space. I am convinced I could put a washing 
machine or a spin dryer on the floor behind the 
driver’s seat, such is the huge space aspect of 
the Superb.

The Superb looks quite an attractive vehicle, 
yes it is big, but that is what it is designed to be. 

As with all Skodas there are a wide choice of 
engine derivatives. Petrol choices vary from a 
diminutive 1.4 litre up to a huge V6 3.6-litre 4x4 
option. If diesel is the one that does it for you 
then the Superb is available starting with a 1.6- 
litre TDi producing 105 bhp which was the unit 
fitted to my test car and then there are a variable 
number of 2-litre TDi’s with various power out¬ 
puts and also a 4 x 4 option. 

Being Skoda you expect value for money as 
well as a well built and engineered vehicle and 
the Superb did not disappoint. The Elegance 
Green line that I had the option of testing is a well 
equipped vehicle for its £24,390 recommended 
price. It had 16” alloy wheels, leather covered 
steering wheel with multi-functions which 
included controls for the radio, telephone and 
sound system, which is always useful. The front 
seats were electrically operated and have a very 
useful feature of a memory button, one of those 
items that you wonder how you ever managed 
without once you have become used to it. The

front seats were also heated. 

The vehicle has a stop/start system to both 
lower the CO and increase the fuel per gallon, a 
feature of the Green Line derivative. The 1.6-litre 
turbo charged diesel engine is allegedly produc¬ 
ing in the region of 105 bhp which considering 
the size of the vehicle was more than adequate 
for all conditions and driving situations. 

A 5-speed manual box was a delight to oper¬ 
ate, being positive and not sloppy or wishy 
washy in any of the situations that driving 
demands. The performance was more than ade¬ 
quate for my needs, Skoda claim a top speed of 
119 mph and they suggest a 0 - 60 gallop can 
be achieved in marginally over 12 % seconds. 
The feature that is impressive however is that 
Skoda claims a combined figure of 64.2 mpg. 

Astonishment 

We all take these figures with a pinch of salt 
but to my astonishment in a week of varied ter¬ 
rain driving in Somerset including motorways, 
big dual carriageways and twisty roads, the 
computer told me that I had actually achieved 
60.2 mpg, a fabulous result for a vehicle of this 
size. The low CO figure of 114 gm/kgs means a 
nil rated first year excise duty and then a mere 
£30 in the second year. 

The vehicle never felt daunting or large to 
actually drive, yes you needed to be a little care¬ 
ful when you park. 

Suddenly the size of the vehicle could be 
intimidating when manoeuvring into parking 
bays and you certainly need to be careful at 
supermarkets, where there are clearly defined 
bays where you to tuck in the vehicle correctly 
so as not to incur a fixed penalty, for having the 
front nose or rear section marginally over the 
white line. But if it was your vehicle you would 
soon get used to that. 

The Superb range available is quite exten¬ 
sive, they start with an S, which is the entry level 
vehicle, but again the level of specification even 
on an S is quite high,with alloy wheels,, air con 
and an 8-speaker sound system, an alarm is

also incorporated, so the basic entry vehicle is 
quite good. The specifications increase with an 
SE, SE Plus, and the top specification was the 
Elegance. 

There is another very important feature to con¬ 
sider if a Superb could be featuring on your 
shopping list, and that is the residual value of it. 

Buy one now, and two years down the road it 
will be very, very rewarding to you when you 
trade in or come to sell it. They are a desirable 
vehicle and certainly a two-year-old model is a 
vehicle that dealers will want to buy from you. 

The Auto Express Driver Power survey also 
put them very high on the list, so really if this par¬ 
ticular type of vehicle is your necessity i.e. you 
need a big estate car I would suggest that the 
Superb could be an option. 

The pricing structure for the Superb estate 
range between £24,830 and £30,910.

Breakdowns soar 
in wait for a thaw 


Thousands of drivers are facing 
a false start to 2013 as cars that 
have gone unused over the fes¬ 
tive period fail to start, experts 
have warned. 

The RAC saw a 60 per cent rise in break¬ 
downs during the return to work in January 
2011, but dealt with 14,000 call-outs during 
the same period in snowy 2010. 

RAC technical director David Bizley 
says: “The majority of breakdowns we 
attend on the return to work after the Christ¬ 


mas holidays are for vehicles that won’t 
start. The combination of a long break 
where vehicles aren’t used much, if at all, 
and cold damp weather is a recipe for bat¬ 
tery trouble. 

“A car’s electrical system has to work a 
lot harder at this time of year as drivers are 
more likely to use their lights, heated win¬ 
dows as well as the heater fan. 

“The starter motor also has to work 
harder to start the engine on these cold 
mornings, making a battery failure more 
likely.” 


Take your foot off 
gas and save fuel 



Most drivers are still not taking the easy steps to achieving better fuel economy 


There’s been a huge amount of 
advice written in recent times about 
how to achieve the big miles per gal¬ 
lon figures that we’re told are possi¬ 
ble. 

But despite the endless publicity, most people 
don’t pay any attention whatsoever when they’re 
on the road. 

Find me more than a handful of people who, 
when it comes to their drive to work, are actually 
bothered. It’s all about being smooth on the 
accelerator, goes the advice you’ll read over 
your morning cereal, before everyone around 
you in the morning traffic hoofs their respective 
loud pedals, sailing off up the road in clouds of 
burnt fuel. 

It’s no wonder there’s still so much fuss about 
cars not meeting their apparent potential fuel 
economy. Some green-footed genius managed 
to squeeze a real-world independently verified 
108mpg average out of a Ford Fiesta Econetic 
diesel a few weeks ago. Getting huge fuel econ¬ 
omy is possible if you try, and it’s really not that 
hard. 

So why aren’t people trying? Still too much 
effort? 

Too set in their ways? Fear of failure? Lack of 
confidence? People just don’t want to try; that’s 
the way I see it. 

I can count on one hand the number of people 
I’ve seen using foresight and lifting off the throttle 
way ahead of a traffic jam in the last six months. 
That sort of thing makes a huge difference to your 
MPG figure, but people can’t be bothered to take 
even the simplest of steps. 

It seems most people just want to feel like 
they’re doing everything in their power to get 


where they’re going as quickly as possible, even 
when that exact thing is utterly futile. 

There’s hard research showing how much less 
petrol is being bought, and surveys showing how 
people are using their cars less to save money, 
but the middle ground where people can drive as 


they’ve always done - but much more efficiently - 
seems like a no-go zone. 

The potential for up to 20 per cent better econ¬ 
omy without changing cars should be enough 
incentive for all of us.

Students chip in for a work of art 


STUDENTS at a school on the Shrop¬ 
shire/Mid Wales border all chipped in 
to create works of art out of a sack of 
potatoes. 

The A-level fine art pupils at Llan- 
fyllin High School were challenged to 
think how they could make art out of 
potatoes. 

First, the students looked at work by 
artist Barbara Hepworth and then set 
about carving shapes and forms into 
the potatoes. 

The potatoes put in a freezer and 


frozen before being taken out to thaw. 
After one hour they appeared semi- 
defrosted with some parts displaying 
the usual potato surface while other 
parts were covered in ice crystals. 

The students then piled the potatoes 
up into a cone shaped mound. The pile 
of potatoes was then photographed and 
the whole process of creating a pile of 
potatoes in a different place was 
repeated. 

Pupils then made observational 
drawing studies from the photographs 


of the potatoes using a variety of draw¬ 
ing and painting media. 

Michael Morgan from the art depart¬ 
ment said: “From this exercise pupils 
learn about changing the aesthetic of 
an everyday object using ideas based on 
simple shapes, forms, marks and tech¬ 
niques and by using basic tools. 

“They also learned about the effects 
of grouping objects together in playful 
ways but at the same time making the 
outcomes substantial and sophisti¬ 
cated.”

Rumours 
of child 
abduction 
dismissed 

RUMOURS of a child abduc¬ 
tion in Oswestry were 
quashed by police. 

Concerned residents con¬ 
tacted West Mercia on Fri¬ 
day evening, while others 
used the internet social net¬ 
work Twitter. 

But police confirmed that 
they have had no reports of a 
child being abducted in the 
area. 

They did get a call after a 
woman was seen being 
helped into a burgundy 
coloured van on the A483, 
near the Morda turning at 
about 8.30pm on Friday, 
although she was not 
thought to be in distress. 

A police spokesman said 
on the West Mercia Police 
Facebook page: “We’ve had a 
few questions asking us 
about rumours of a child 
abduction in the Oswestry 
area. 

“We’re happy to clarify 
that we have had no reports 
of a child being abducted. 

“The rumours are likely to 
have been fuelled by an 
unusual incident that was 
reported to us involving a 
woman who a witness saw 
being helped into the rear of 
a van near Oswestry. 

“The woman was not in 
any distress and it appeared 
to the witness that she knew 
the man. The van then drove 
away and the witness 
reported what they had seen 
to the police as possibly sus¬ 
picious.”

Don't duck out - search 
for elusive teal succeeds 


ON THE 
WILD SIDE 

with 

Ben Waddams 



NEW Year’s resolutions are usually a bad idea. 
You promise something to yourself and oth¬ 
ers and then end up failing miserably within a 
couple of days, thus disappointing yourself 
and those whom you promised. 

Last year I decided to try and set myself the task of seeing 
all the ‘garden birds’. I failed . . . but I enjoyed it and I’m 
happy to keep trying. 

For some reason, ducks were included on the garden bird 
list and I didn’t realise the sheer variety here in Shropshire. 

Mandarin, Wigeon, Gadwall, Mallard, Pintail, Garganey, 
Shoveler, Ruddy Duck, Pochard, Tufted Duck, I could go on 
(and on). However for some reason, there was a certain duck 
that continued to elude me. It is one of the smallest of duck 
species, so on reflection, I may just not have seen it! But when 
I eventually did locate it through my binoculars, an immacu¬ 
late and startlingly beautiful bird stared back at me. 

Teal are small dabbling ducks. Males have chestnut 
coloured heads with broad green eye-patches (indeed, teal 
eye-patches), a spotted chest, grey flanks and a black edged 
yellow tail. Females are mottled brown. They both show 
bright green wing patches which, for those especially keen on 
avian anatomy is called the ‘speculum’ and can be seen easily 
in flight. 

During the breeding season, teal choose brackish or fresh¬ 
water lakes and ponds in upland wooded or forested areas to 
court and so are not often seen in Shropshire. However, dur¬ 
ing the winter months especially they form large flocks on 
lakes, ponds and coastal bays. A favourite spot of mine is 
Venus Pool just outside Shrewsbury, easily accessible to all. 

Ironically, what with the atrocious wet weather we’ve had 
for the last few months, the amount of freshwater lakes has 
increased somewhat within our county and this spreads the

birds out further, but Venus is a good place to start if you’re 
eager to get your Teal fix. 

It has been calculated that nearly 70,000 individual teal are 
present annually in the UK outside the breeding season and 
this actually represents about 17 per cent of the global popu¬ 
lation. The success of the teal is thought to be due in part to 
an increase in available wetland habitats. Regular victims of 
this column may remember my recent trip to the Tudor Grif¬ 
fiths plant, where aggregates are taken from the ground and 
the holes that remain are either transformed to their old self 
or converted into wetland nature reserves. Across their 
range, Teal have benefited notably from exercises such as this 
and it’s nice to know that here in North Shropshire, there are 


schemes designed to help birds such as these. Indeed it seems 
this winter has been especially welcome for Teal here in the 
county. Like their cousins, the Kingfishers, these small ducks 
are susceptible to cold winters. Feeding as they do on pond 
weed and invertebrates in the soupy mud of shallow wetland 
scrapes, ice will put a sudden end to all of that. 

But ‘thankfully’ we have had a miserably wet and mild win¬ 
ter so far and this means plenty of Teal. So might I suggest, 
that if your New Year’s resolution has anything to do with 
wildlife spotting, you’ll do rather well if you chose a duck 
species to aim for!

Osfest gets new name to

OSFEST, Oswestry’s annual star 
studded music festival, has been 
given a new name to help it bring 
in audiences from across the 
country. 

The summer event, which has been held in 
Osewstry’s Park Hall Showground for the 
past three years has attracted a number of 
top acts including rock band Razorlight and 
Hard-Fi.

low. One franked in Oswestry shows 
a charabanc loaded up with people on 
a trip to who-knows-where. The 
franking date is too faint to be read 
for sure, but might be 1921, which 
would square with the fashions on 
display. 

The postcard message was: 
“Smithfield Rd. Garage, Oswestry. 
Dear Little Seagull, I have sent you a 
photo of our char-a-banc, but I am 
not on it. I hope you had a nice jour- 


day-trippers. 

ney home. If I ever come near Barns¬ 
ley I will call and see you, and then 
you can come for a ride in the car and 
sit in the front seat by me (some 
swank). A.E. Higgins.” 

It was posted to Miss Elizabeth 
Clapham, of 11 High Street, Womb- 
well, near Barnsley. Of course, if any¬ 
body knows who A.E. Higgins was, do 
drop us a line to put us in the picture. 
It would be nice to think that his car 
impressed “Little Seagull” so much 
that they became a married couple. 

If you look at the photo closely you

can see the words “White Heather” 
written on the bonnet of the chara¬ 
banc, which was presumably either a 
name given to this charabanc, or the 
name of the operator. 

Our next dip into the past shows a 
general view of St Martins, with a vil¬ 
lage shop on the far left. This post¬ 
card was franked in St Martins on 
September 4, 1952. The message 
was: “Dear All, I hope you are keep¬ 
ing well. I am enjoying my holiday 
very much, and I (am) pleased to be 
telling you I will not be arriving home 


till Sunday night between 9 and 10 
o’clock, that is if we can get the car, 
but do not be surprised if I roll up on 
Saturday you will know we could not 
get it and don’t expect me. We all 
went to Oswestry cattle market yes¬ 
terday.” 

Another message is added at the 
top of the card: “E. and I have joined 
the Miners Institute Tennis club for 
a week. All for now, Sybil xxx” It was 
posted to Mr and Mrs S. Buxton, 
Bentside (? the writing is difficult to 
read) Farm, Disley, near Stockport.

Handling

uncomplicated. Standard equipment includes

leather upholstery, 18-inch alloy wheels, pri¬ 
vacy glass, satellite-navigation, xenon head¬ 
lights, automatic lights and wipers, panoramic 
sunroof, dual-zone climate control, heated 
front and rear seats and a reversing camera. 

I’m not a massive fan of the reversing camera 
system but the Kia system is about as good as it 
gets. Handling is typical for the crossover sec¬ 
tor and there is nothing to say this Kia is better 
than the opposition. 

I find all crossovers a bit too bouncy once 
you’re off the ‘A’ roads and the KX-4 is no 
exception. 

Seating is comfortable enough in all depart¬ 
ments and there’s plenty of head and leg room 
while the driver’s seat offers lots of adjustment 
while the steering wheel is easily adjusted for 
both reach and rake. 

Sportage comes with a full array of safety 
kit. There are front, side and curtain airbags, as 
well as active front head restraints, along with 
Isofix child-seat mountings for the outer rear 
seats. 

Stability control and a hill-start system come 
as standard, too, as does a maximum five-star 
Euro NCAP crash-test rating. 

Deadlocks, an alarm, locking wheelnuts and 
a visible VIN help to deter thieves. 

The range-topping Sportage ‘KX-4’ boasts 
clever technology including an engine 
start/stop button with Smart Entry system, 
which means searching for your keys is a thing 
of the past. 

There’s also Parallel Park Assist System 
(PPAS) which steers you automatically into a 
space. 

You need the confidence to tackle this but 
once you have mastered the system it’s a 
dream. 

Probably the best Kia I have driven, this 
Sportage is right up there with the best in class 
but the range topper may be out of the reach for 
some pockets.

Great Wall is a new name to 
me and I suspect it will be to 
many of you reading this. Well 
they are one of China’s most 
successful auto manufactur¬ 
ers and the Steed is the foray 
in to the UK market. 

At first glance the Steed looks very con¬ 
temporary with a sturdy look¬ 


ing front end and wide wheel arches. And 
if it wasn’t for the unusual badge you 
would be forgiven for thinking that this 
was a European pick up. With good 
ground clearance and a large pick up bed 
it is clear that the Steed is not trying to be 
a beauty queen in the car park but a prac¬ 
tical everyday workhorse. That said, I was 
constantly receiving positive comments 
followed by ‘what is it?’ 

Now I have a confession, whenever I see 
a new manufacturer I go in to the ‘how 
long will it last? ‘has it been made well?’ 
type of internal conversation which given 
some of the hysteria about certain Chi¬ 
nese goods I was determined not to 
_ repeat. 

v So let’s cover a few 

of these things off. 


This Chinese cracker is 
certain to turn eyes and 
be a pick up market hit 


Firstly the Steed has galvanised steel 
body panels with a rust proofed ladder 
chassis. The engine is a 2.0 litre 16v tur¬ 
bocharged diesel unit and the gearbox 
has been built for Great Wall by Borg 
Warner. Also, given the fact that they sell 
120,000 of these every year and every 
Steed comes with a three year, 
60,000mile warranty, six year anti-perfo¬ 
ration warranty, three year paint war¬ 
ranty and three year roadside recovery 
and assistance I think that Great Wall 
have go it covered. Frankly if this doesn’t 
give you piece of mind nothing will! 

Leather 

So the outside is favourable, what 
about the inside. Well the first shock is 
that the S model which is not the top of 
the range comes equipped with a leather 
interior which compliments the Jewel 
Red paintwork. The seats are adjustable 
but one thing that was needed was a 
height adjustment for the driver’s 
seat. I have a couple of friends over 
six feet tall who wanted to sit in the 
Steed and they found that no mat¬ 
ter what they did they were 
cramped. This also meant that 
the rear seat was unusable. The 
dashboard is clearly laid out and 
all the controls fall to hand eas¬ 
ily. Surprisingly there is no clock 
which proves how common they 
have become as it was only when I 
was travelling to see someone I 
noticed its omission. 

On the move the Steed suffers with 
the same problem as all pick-ups and 
that is suspension bounce at the rear 


with the combination of independent 
suspension on the front and leaf springs 
on the back. It was no worse than any 
other pick-ups I’ve driven. On the motor¬ 
way however, I can honestly say that the 
Steed is one of the most comfortable pick¬ 
up I’ve driven for a long time. If you need 
to do a lot of long distance work this may 
be the vehicle for you. 

The engine is surprisingly powerful 
and does generate some noise that filters 
in to the cabin but only when accelerat¬ 
ing. The gearbox is well suited to the 
Steed and has the added advantage that 
you can switch from two to four wheel 
drive with a push of a button that is con¬ 
veniently placed on the dashboard. Fuel 
consumption was also surprising and I 
managed on a long journey to constantly 
exceed 30mpg. 

From a practical perspective I did use 
the bed at the back for a load which 
revealed one item that does require 
urgent attention. The cargo hooks are on 
the top of the sides of the bed and are 
made of plastic. I did need to use them 
and they worked but for everyday use 
they do not appear to be sturdy enough. 

The Steed S comes with features as 
standard that many manufacturers only 
list in their options section and given the 
determination that Great Wall are put¬ 
ting in to the dealer chain in the UK I am 
sure you will see more of these vehicles 
on our roads. 

Oh, and I’ve left the best bit to the end; 
the price for all of this is a remarkable 
£13,998 on the road excluding VAT. 
Given the warranties that come with the 
Steed this makes it a real recession
